There is a possibility that the Post 
Office Departmcnut will make it com 
pulsory for mailers to place a retura 
address for their mailings. If this or 
der is carried out it will mean a sav 
ing in the neighborhood of $500,000 
annually to the government. The ro- 
cord of the department reveals that 
this amount is lost annually because 
of carelessness in addressing mail. 

The expense is incurred by the de- 
partment service to some millions of 
p.eces of mail which are carelessly 
addressed. A suggestion which hks

That if anyone is interested in de- 
veloping a broad market for almost 
eny product in this day and age, ne 
giect of advertising is nothing short 
of folly. ; 

The notion that advertising adds to 
the price of a product is still a per 
srstent one. The sophistry that utility 
companies advertise in the newspa- 
pers ‘to ingidiously influence editorial 
cpinion is still advanced by those anx 
ious to tear down these industries. 
Both are fallacies and as fallacies 
should be attacked at every oppor 
tunity. 

The demagogues devoting them- 
selves to the utilities would like to 
have every editor feel that his read 
ers believed him bought if his paper 


‘|carried gas or electric company ad 


vertising They would cheerfully de- 
prive these industries of the right to 
advertise at all, if they dared to pro- 
pose ‘such a thing. Meanwhile they 
»bow what suspicion they can in hopes 
that the utilities will be discouraged 
from advertising and the publishers 
will be afraid to solicit such business 

It is common knowledge that the 
lowest priced articles in respective 
classes are the ones most largely ad 
vertised Whether it is soap, shoes, 
uutomobiles or gas this is generally 
true. Mass production of sales must 
use advertising It is a contrast be- 
tween popular and class appeal. Com 
pare the Chevrolet and the Rolls- 
Royce. 

If there is anything wrong morally 
or commercially about utilities com 
pany advertising today, it is simp'y 
its adequacy In other words there is 
bot enough of it being done. The in- 
dustry can employ to advantage ad- 
vertising in its various forms to a 
much greater extent than is the case 
al present. If this were done the pace 
of development would be accelerated 
the maximum benefits of gas and elec 
tricity brought to many additional 
people in quicker time and volume of 
output built up so that the price 
per unit of service could be more 
rapidly reduced.

Have combined for the manufacture of 
a new type compact harvest-thresher 
machine which will retail at about 
$2,700 in Australia according to-a re- 
port form Toronto The deal will in- 
volve the formation of a new $2,500- 
000 company and the erection of a 
‘plant which will employ 1,500 bands 

According to reports the “Aussie” 
combine is smal] and compact. It cuts 
a swath ahead of itself on the prin- 
e:pie of the push binder butt’ there. is 
no reel. Across the front of the mach 
ine is a comb made up of stripper 
guards about a foot long. Projecting 
in tront of these are detachable lift- 
up fingers which may be used’ to 
straighten grain which is down or 
beot. ‘ 

When the machine pushes into the 
crop it is then adjusted so that ‘the 
stripper guards push in about . two 
imches below the head and below 
these guards is a sickle that nips the 
heads off Twin rotating spirals then 
catch them and feed them to the cen 
ter of the machine where they enter 
the cylinder. Thus the grain enters 
the cylinder with very little straw 

The cylinder is of the bar type and 
is so constructed that five adjustments 
can be made from the driver’s seat 
The cylinder is also equipped with 
fans' and the cleaning of the grain 
, Starts right in the cylinder. The sieves 
‘are of the side-shake type and after 
being threshing the grain elevates to 
the tank. The tank is low and in or 
der to load the wagon the grain is 
elevated out. 

The whole machine is driven by one 
motor and rides on three wheels There 
are no belts or canvasses on the mach 
ine at all and only a few chains The 
; working speed is three miles per hour 
and this 12 foot machine under favor 
luble conditions will cit 40 acres a 
‘aay. ° 

Since it is a one-man job one-motor 
machine its cost of operation is very 
reasonable. In cutting between 75 and 
80 acres of wheat running 20 bushels 
to the acres it consumes about 30 
gallons of gas -

shges. Here is a Ford “Snowmo- 
bile” all set for a hard winter. 
Proof that it will get over the 
roads no matter how high the 
drifts may be is furnished by Cap- 
tain Donald McMillan, the famous 
Arctic explorer, who was first to 
use a “snowmobile” in the Far 
North. With his Ford thus equip- 
ped he travelled nearly two thous- 
and miles over ice on one expedi- 
tion, at the rate of twenty-five 
miles an hour. This, of course, is 
far better than dogs can do in or- 
dinary circumstances. The McMil- 
lan “snowmobile” has a_ tractor 
tread and runners.
